INSTRUCTOR WHOSE LIFE WAS 
FULL OF UENEFIOENT WORK 



The passing on Miss Harriet E. 
Hamilton, whose earthly remains 
laid away in Riverside last 
Saturday afternoon, brings grief 
and regret to a very large circle of 
loving hearts. Hers was a life 
full of good workw and she brought 
back her talent Increased many 
fold. 

She was born in Ilartfmd, Con- 
necticut, of Pnritfin stock, to which, 
in a measure, may be attributed 
her Strong religious Vent ami 
unreserved devotion to duty. In 
youth she had the rare privilege of 
being a member of Park Church in 
Hartford and of enjoying the 
ministrations of Horace Buslinel! 
and Nathaniel Kurt on and in 
istenlng to the inspiriting harmo- 
of Dudley lluek and Henry 
Wilson. During the Civil War she 
volunteered to go to the front as an 
army nurse, but on account of her 
youth she was not permitted to go 
beyond Washington. Not to be 
th waited in her patriotic and 
humanitarian impulse, she at once 

enlisted as a teacher of the freed men 

and served as such during the 
years 1866 and 1800. In 18G7 she 
taught, in one of the public schools 
in Hartford, and in L 868 she began 
her long, useful and unusually 
successful career as a teacher of 
tho deaf. For eight years she 
taught in the School for the Deaf 
at Washington Heights, N. Y., ami 
Upon the founding of the school for 

the deaf in Rochester came at a 

red Iteed salary, in order that she 
might answer to the call for work- 
ers in this new held. 

Pot twenty- Seven years she served 
on the faculty of the Western New 
York Institution lor the Deaf. Be- 
fore coming to Rochester she decid- 
ed to take up the special training of 
speech among tho deaf, and, in or- 
der tO perfect herself in this depart- 
ment, took a course in phone 
nnder Dr. Alexander Craham Bell, 

the Inventor Ol the telephone. As 
a teacher of articulation and as one 
thoroughly rooted in tho science of 
phonetics and tho physiology of 

speech, she ranked among the 

lirst. Her sphere Of usefulness 
was not confined by any means to 
the school room. To hosts of deaf 
children has she given a spiritual 
Uplift and has left on their char- 
aeters the import Of her sweet, gra- 
cious, bright nature In the liven of 
will her influence live. 

Miss Hamilton's scholarly attain- 
ments, her sweei <>f main 
and ber wonderful versatility 
brought to her many proffered posi- 
Of prominence and responsi- 
bility, but because of her retiring
